On June 9, 1850, a decision was 


given in the house of lords as to who 
was the rightful heir to the property 
left by the will of Peter Isaac Thel- 
tassoa, probably the most remarka- 
ble on record. His father, Isaac Thel- 
lusbon, had been embatesador Jrom 
Geneva, in Switzerland, to the court 
of LOUH STV, king of the Flench. 
Peter,'viho made his abode in Iion- 
don in t Be middle of the eighteenth 
century accumulated an immense 
fortune, subsequently purchasing the 
manor of Broadsworth in Yorkshire. 
He died June 25, 1805, leaving a most 
extraordinary will. He bequeathed 
£100,00(1 to his widow, but directed 
that tho remainder of his property, 
consisting of peisonality amounting 
co £600,000, besides a landed estate of 
the annual value of £4,500, should ac- 
cumnla I e during the lives o£ his three 
sons, and alter their death it was to 
be com eyed to the eldest lineal male 
descendant of his own three sons. 
Should no heir then exist, the whole 
was to bo applied by the agency of 
the sinking fund to the national debt 


His '.vill caused much public cen- 


sure, it being commonly supposed 
that Lis design was the accumula- 
tion oi a colobbiil fortune for remote 
descendants, in which case, how- 
ever, his purpose is said to have been 
frustrated through the cost of litiga- 
tion, during bl years, rendering the 
propel ty no larger than it ivas at his 
death But a worthier lea&ou for his 
peculiar will is assigned—namely, 
that he held much pioperty in trust 
and desired sufficient time to elapse 
for the appearance of just claimants. 
However, his will being contested by 
the heirs at low, it was firmly estab- 
lished by decibiou of the bouse of 
lords on June 25, 1805. In couse-
